mathematics department 




Students who take math at Taunton High de- 
clare that they certainly were given a chance to 
think for themselves. In fact the favorite motto 
of Miss Knox, head of the department, is: 
"We learn to do neither by thinking 
nor by doing, but by thinking about 
what we are doing." 

All vocations ranging from medicine to gar- 
dening are concerned with mathematics. With 
this in mind, the Mathematics Department offers 
a variety of courses, in which the student is given 
an opportunity to gain the mathematical back- 
ground necessary for his future profession. This 
department acts on the belief that mathematics 
is the key to many opportunities. 

Annually, the Mathematics Department spon- 
sors a Math Contest which all Juniors and 
Seniors are eligible to take and a Geometry Con- 
test in which Sophomores participate. The Math 
Club is also under the direction of the Math 
Department. 



"I'll see you at my make-up tonight," says Miss Dykas. 
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The world of science encompasses everything 
we can perceive. Therefore, it is important that 
all high school students be acquainted with this 
subject, even though they have no intention of 
entering a field of science. If a student decides 
to enter scientific study, the information gained 
from his science courses will prove invaluable. 

Whether a student studies general science, 
biology, chemistry, physics, or senior science, a 
new and interesting world is bound to open up 
for him. Because the science teachers realize the 
importance of science in our technological world, 
they are striving to improve their departments. 
Two new courses have been added this year: 
a PSSC course in physics and a Green Version 
course in biology. Mr, DePaola is studying the 
"New Chemical Bond Approach", and next year 
a course in this will be offered. The Science De- 
partment hopes to have new equipment which 
will stimulate more interest in science.

The Social Studies Department helps to de- 
velop good citizens through its courses in civics, 
American history, world history, and problems or 
democracy. Today, knowledge of the history and 
functions of our government is a necessity in the 
education of every person. 

In addition to standard courses, the depart- 
ment annually sponsors many activities in which 
history students may participate. Among these 
activities are the Taunton-Somerset Student 
Exchange Program, the Old Colony Historical 
Hall Program, and the Memorial Day Assembly. 
The highlight of the department's enterprises is 
"Good Government Day." This program, origi- 
nated by former councilman William A. Potter 
in 1937, gives students an opportunity to witness 
the functions of city government and to select 
representatives to run their municipal govern- 
ment. Each year in the spring the students con- 
duct their own council meeting and learn 
about their city government through first hand 
experience.

TAUNTON 31, NEW BEDFORD VOCATIONAL 

When a sophomore scores a touchdown the 
first time he carries the ball in varsity competi- 
tion as halfback DelSolio of Taunton did against 
New Bedford Vocational, the natural question 
is — w hat does he do for an encore?

His running improved with his con- 
fidence. After plunging two yards for his first 
touchdown, he scored on successively longer runs 
of seven, ten, and sixteen yards.

him for the game-winning safety. 

BISHOP STANG 20, TAUNTON 

The thermometer registered 85 degrees, the 

900 spectators sweltered all afternoon, and the 
coaches sweated profusely. But the Taunton 

offense was ice-cold. It gained only 27 yards 
rushing and 89 yards passing. Bishop Stang 
found it much easier to beat the heat. It scored 
three times. Midway in the first quarter, Bishop 
Stang took over on its own 5-yard line. After 
grinding out 14 yards in four plays, Stang hand- 
ed the ball to Joe Bartek and he did the rest — an 
electrifying 81-yard touchdown run.

After seven lean years, the Taunton High bas- 
ketball team won nine, lost eight, and moved 
from eighth and last place in the Bristol County 
League in 1963 to fourth place in 1964. 

Inspired by Coach Robert Daly's winning 
spirit, the team started brilliantly by winning 
four of its first six games. Theoretically, the out- 
look brightened; however, along the middle of 
the season where most of the games are played, 
because of lack of height and bench strength, the 
bottom dropped out completely. Taunton won 
just five more games. Of its eight defeats, five 
were lost by only twenty-five points. 

Two losses to Durfee, 54-48 and 59-52, one to 
Attleboro, 63-59, and a win over intra-city rival 
Coyle, 58-50, in the James L. Mulcahcy Scholar- 
ship Fund game highlighted the season. 

In the first Durfee game at Fall River, Taun- 
ton led by three points until Captain Bruce 
Texeira fouled out late in the third quarter. This 
ended Taunton's hope of an upset. By using a 
full court press in the third quarter after losing 
28-17 at half time, Durfee rallied and defeated 
Taunton in the second game. Trailing by fifteen 
points against Attleboro, Taunton tied the score 
at 59-59 with 1:32 left, but a hustling Attleboro 
team scored two quick baskets. With Texeira 
scoring 28 points and playing his best game of 
the year, Taunton defeated Coyle for the first 
time since 1960. 

In the Bay State Tournament, Lexington de- 
feated Taunton, 57-55, in a first round game and 
then continued on to win the Class A cham- 
pionship. 

The season was a success. Texeira scored 397 
points and won All-League honors. Sophomore 
John Medas with his sure fifteen foot jump shot 
played steady basketball. Freshman Ben Enos 
rebounded tremendously and made the differ- 
ence in quite a few games.
